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Annual  Report. 

In  presenting  this,  its  first  Report,  the  Committee  is  of  opinion 
that  the  amalgamation  of  the  Hales  Owen  Charities  has  proved  an 
unqualified  success.  At  no  time  has  the  response  to  appeals  for  financial 
help  been  more  generous — -not  only  from  local  firms  and  individuals,  but 
in  the  support  given  to  the  Carnival  and  Charity  Sports.  The  results 
of  “  Pound  Day,”  too,  are  very  gratifying,  the  amount  collected  being 
double  that  resulting  from  the  previous  year’s  effort,  while  the  collections 
of  the  local  school  children  during  “  Egg  Week  ”  surpassed  all  expect¬ 
ations.  The  “  Rose  Day  ”  appeal  met  with  a  very  gratifying  response. 

The  increased  income  has  enabled  the  committee  to  render 
greater  service  to  the  community,  so  that  we  are  able  to  face  the  coming 
year  after  paying  for  the  services  of  the  District  nurse  and  the  treatment 
of  160  patients  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  with  a  deficit  of  less  than  £10, 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Matron  and  her  staff  for  the  splendid 
way  in  which  they  have  carried  on  theii  work  at  the  Cottage  Hospital 
This  has  been  done  at  times  under  very  great  difficulties  due  to  over¬ 
crowding  and  to  casualties  among  the  staff;  but  at  all  times  each 
individual  has  shown  a  readiness  to  face  difficulties  and  a  loyalty  to 
their  charge.  Their  work  has  splendidly  backed  up  the  efforts  of  our 
honorary  medical  staff,  to  whom  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  for  the 
services  they  render  to  the  patients.  Perhaps  this  feeling  is  best  shown 
in  the  expressions  of  thanks  conveyed  to  the  committee  by  patients  for 
their  treatment.  The  outside  nursing  has  been  most  efficiently  carried 
out  by  Miss  Ferraby. 

A  new  departure  this  year  has  been  affiliation  with  the  Worcester 
City  and  County  Nursing  Association.  The  help  we  shall  obtain  from 
this  body  will,  it  is  felt,  prove  not  only  a  boon  to  the  District,  but  a 
great  aid  to  our  District  Nurse. 

It  would  be  invidious  to  distinguish  between  the  various 
sub-Committees;  all  have  worked  well,  and  the  results  they  have  achieved 
must  be  very  gratifying  to  them.  Perhaps  an  exception  must  be  made 
in  favour  of  the  Ladies  Committee.  Not  only  have  they  carried  through 
their  own  particular  efforts,  but  their  help  has  been  invaluable  in 
connection  with  the  Carnival  and  Charity  Sports.  A  Linen  Guild  under 
the  Misses  Green  has  rendered  splendid  service  in  helping  to  provide  the 
Hospital  with  an  adequate  supply  of  linen. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  desires  to  offer  its  grateful  thanks 
to  the  firms  and  individuals  who  contributed  so  generously  to  the  funds, 
to  those  who  organised  entertainments  on  its  behalf,  and  to  all  who  have 
worked  so  hard  to  bring  our  first  year  to  a  successful  end.  Special 
mention  must  be  made  of  the  Eirmingham  Hospitals  Contributory  Scheme. 
This  organisation  has  contributed  over  £700  for  the  year,  and  the 
Committee  strongly  urge  those  who  have  not  yet  joined  in  it  to  do  so 
at  once.  The  local  Secretary  is  Rev.  S.  J.  Robins.

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Cottage  Hospital  Rules. 


1.  — The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  and  treatment  of 
emergency  cases  of  sickness  and  accident  within  a  radius  of  five  miles  of 
the  town  of  Halesowen,  and  such  parts  of  the  parish  as  may  be  beyond  that 
limit.  Suitable  cases  are  defined  as  those  requiring  treatment  as 
inpatients  and  these  must  (except  in  cases  of  accident)  be  bona-fide 
residents  within  the  said  radius.  No  out  patients’  department  is  provided. 

2.  — No  case  shall  be  admitted  that  would  ordinarily  go  to  infirmary 
except  in  case  of  extreme  urgency. 

3.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  management  of  a  Committee  and 
Trustees,  together  with  President,  Vice  President,  Honorary  Secretary,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  meeting,  to  meet  quarterly. 

4. - — The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  January,  at 
which  the  Report  of  the  Committee  and  Statement  of  Receipt  and  Expend¬ 
iture,  with  the  Balance  Sheet  for  the  past  year,  shall  be  presented.  No 
alteration  in  the  Rules  shall  be  made  unless  notice  thereof  be  given  in 
the  Circulars  and  advertisements  convening  the  Annual  Meeting. 

5.  — The  House  Committee  (four  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum)  shall 

meet  once  a  month  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee, 

or,  in  the  absence  of  any  such  appointment,  then  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 

every  month. 

6.  — Visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  appointed  by  the  jHouse 

Committee. 

7.  — The  General  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  bye-laws  and 

do  all  such  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of  the 

hospital,  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  number. 

8.  — In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  ocurring  in  the  posts  of  Honorary 
Medical  or  Consulting  Officers,  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to 
fill  the  same,  such  appointment  to  be  confirmed  at  the  next  Annual 
Meeting. 

9. - -The  General  Committee  shall  appomt  a  Matron  who  shall  reside 

in  the  Hospital  and  they  may  provide  further  assistance  if  and  when 

required. 

10.  — Admission  will  be  free  to  all  deserving  patients,  the  House 

Committee  reserving  to  themselves  the  right  to  make  a  charge  in  such 
cases  as  they  may  deem  fit. 

11.  — No  midwifery  cases,  or  persons  labouring  under  mental, 
contagious  or  incurable  diseases,  shall  be  admitted. 

12.  — Cases  of  accident  and  emergency  requiring  immediate  hospital 
treatment  will  be  admitted  forthwith;  Medical  and  Surgical  cases  will  be 
admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Attendant. 
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13.  — No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  hospital  more 
than  three  weeks  without  the  consent  of  the  House  Committee. 

14.  — Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  will  be  provided  in  the 
Hospital.  Patients  shall  submit  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital  and 
not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source  without  the  sanction  of 
their  Medical  Officer. 

15.  — Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  advance.  No  person  shall  take 
part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Hospital,  nor  be  entitled  to  any  privileges 
as  a  subscriber  unless  his  or  her  subscription  for  the  curreut  year  shall 
have  been  paid. 

16.  — Donors  of  twenty  guineas  shall  become  Life  Governors. 

17.  — The  Hospital,  Land  and  Buildings  and  all  property  devoted  to 
the  use  of  the  Hospital,  and  all  legacies  bequeathed  to  it,  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Trustees,  who  shall  invest  or  otherwise  deal  with  all  legacies  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee.  The  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall 
be  indemnified  out  of  the  property  of  the  Hospital  against  all  losses  and 
expenses  which  they  may  incur  or  sustain  as  Trustees. 

18.  — Of  any  legacy  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital,  one  half  at  least  of 
the  amount  received  under  the  bequest  shall,  unless  otherwise  specified 
by  the  Testator,  be  placed  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 


Rules  re  District  Nurse. 

1.— The  affairs  of  the  District  Nurse  shall  be  managed  by  a  sub 
committee  of  the  above  Committee,  consisting  of  a  Secretary  and  ten 
members  of  the  General  Committee,  and  Medical  Practitioners  of  the 
District  ex-offiei  r. 

.2. — The  Nurse  shall  work  only  under  the  direction  of  the  Doctors 
resident  in  the  Halesowen  District,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  her 
duties  shall  be  confined  generally  to  Halesowen. 

3.  — The  Nurse’s  aim  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  Doctor’s  directions. 
She  must  never  act  contrary  to  these.  Great  care  must  be  taken  not  to 
act  instead  of  a  Doctor  whenever  the  case  requires  one. 

4.  — The  Nurse  shall  enter  in  the  Register  all  cases  attended  and 
present  such  book  to  the  Committee  at  their  Meetings,  after  her  report 
has  been  approved;  her  attendance  at  the  Meeting  would  not  be  required. 

5.  — The  Nurse  shall  not  attend  infectious  or  maternity  cases,  Night 
Duty  will  not  be  expected  of  her  except  under  extraordinary  circumstances 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  Doctor. 

6.  — The  Nurse  shall  be  respr  nsible  for  all  appliances  clothing,  etc., 
lent  to  her  patients,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  shall  see  that  they  are 
returned  in  good  condition. 

7  . — The  Nurse’s  salary  and  expenses  shall  be  defrayed  by  the 
Amalgamated  Charities  General  Committee.  No  presents  or  gratuities 
shall  be  given  to  the  Nurse  for  services  rendered  to  patients. 

8.  — The  Nurse  shall  be  entitled  to  four  weeks  holiday  during  the 
year,  also  Sundays,  and  a  half-day  cff  duty  every  week  when  practicable. 

9.  — One  month’s  notice  on  either  side  shall  terminate  the  engagement.
